Cornell Is Becoming a “Football College™

ORNELL men ure strong for Dobie. At the annual pre-game rally Tues-
duy evening, held ut the Cornell Club in Locust street, lHoward Fritz,
whose brilllant playing wus chiefly responsible for a victory over Denn in
1018, told the Philadelphia alumni present some facts about thelr footbail
coach. [le suid that though “*Cornell hud been o crew and teack college, it
was rapidly becoming u foutball college as well.”  And when Fritz asked
three long yells for Dobie the diners just about lifted the roof from that house.
There is no question about it, Cornell tesms prior to Dobie's arrivul
there were psychologically unfitted for the annual battle with Pennsylvania.
They were wout to regard It as a jinx that wis keeping big, powerful men
who had walked over all previous opposition from winning the Thanksgleing
Dy teaditional gume. Dobie, who would not listen to the jinx stuff, diag-
nosed the situation about as follows, *Overconfidence and superstition.””

The overconfidence wus not so easy to cure, For It wus brought ahout,
according to the conch, by the fuet that big and fundamentally able gridiron
athletes camwe to Philudelplin unprepared for a hurd fight.  Late classes, plus
snow und zero weather, wade real pructice for the DPenn game practically
tmpossible. Daoble set ahout to remedy that by using searchlights so that a
daily drill might Le beld outdoors after dark. DBut, by nature o pessimist,
he did what wae of far greater importancs in his mind—he began to tear away
every shred of misplneed self«esteem that showed {tsell in un Ithaca player.
He did 1t with lnnguage that hure, hut Le knew that was the only way,

The superstition or jinx was eluninated with the overconfidence.  Doble
saya that in the old days chaps who knew they had the strength and the
heart cume to Franilin Fleld belleving thut they would win easily. They
did not appreciute the fact that because of conditions entirely beyond thelr
control—the lute classes and wintey weather—they were not prepared for
actual combut, physically or mentally, Then when these famous **Big Red™”
elevens lust they blamed 1t on thut jinx.
